L | ‘“tith respect to discussions now being held in Berlin, it was 
agreed that the reports and/or recomendations of the three Military 
Governors would be made available to the FRENELUX vepresentat ives at the 
conclusion of the meetings on those subjects which are of direct interest 
to them, This will enable the HINELUX Governments to be adequately 
informed of the results of the Berlin discussions before the talks are 
resumed in London in April of this year. | Furthermore, it is noted that 
the FENerLUx representatives have expressed their views upon the subjects 
| considered by this working party and those relating to the future . 
political organisation of Yestern Cennany ( Yorkine Party No. 5) and to the 
question of Safeguarding the rights of foreign omers of the coal and 
steel interes sts in the Rubr (lorkine Party No.6). 


2, with respect to continuing this cooperation in the future, it was 


agreed that for the Bizonal area items pending before the Bipartite Board 
(of interest: to the HENELUX countries) would so far as possible be | 
cenmunicated to their representatives before the meeting of the Board.

De For the purpose of assuring a regular contract and for providing 
backaroumnd information, bot on develonments in the Ripartite Foard and in 
the French Zone, weetings will be held at stated intervals between the 
respective Political ‘avisers of the three Military Governments on the oue 
hand and the representatives of ESMEIUX countries on the other. Bach 
Political .\dviser would also, upon request, arrange for interviews between 
respresentatives of the FENELUX countries and other officials of the 


respective Lillitary Governments, both in Berlin, ‘Pranifurt and Baden-f den. 
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
